Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art made of record docs not teach or fairly 
suggest a method of d^ermining the concentration of analytc by exposing a fluorescent reference molecule and a fluorescent 
sensing molecule to radiation in order to obtain a fluorescence measure of anisotropy (first level) then further e^^sing the 
sensing molecule to an analyte ^ose presence causes a change in intensity of fluorescence emitted by the srasing molecule 
after which a combined fluorescence measure of anisotropy by reference and sensing molecule after exposure with analyte 
(second lev^) is measured, allowing subsequent correlation of the change in anisotropy level between second and first level;
